Trump vows new sanctions 
to apply ‘maximum pressure’

WASHINGTON — President Donald Trump an- 
nounced Monday the U.S. is putting North Korea’s 
“murderous regime” on America’s terrorism black- 
list, despite questions about Pyongyang’s support 
for international attacks beyond the assassination 
of its leader’s half brother in February. 

Trump said the designation of North Korea as a 
state sponsor of terrorism was long overdue, and he

Dog tags of missing airman 
come to family after 50 years 


Richard Kibbey’s helicopter was shot down over Vietnam

After Air Force Col. Richard A. 
Kibbey’s helicopter was shot 
down 50 years ago in Vietnam, 
his wife never gave up hope he 
would be found. 

Mary Ann Kibbey watched 
hours of TV coverage of Ameri- 
can prisoners of war coming 
home from Vietnam, looking for 
him. 

“She watched, just hoping, 
maybe,” said his youngest son, 
John Kibbey, 52, of Orlando, who 
served in the Air Force from 1983 
to 1987. Mary Ann died in 1979, 
and Kibbey’s body has never 
been found. 

But on Monday, his children 
got some closure when Kibbey’s 
identifying dog tags, lost with the 
airman when the rescue helicop- 
ter he was co-piloting was shot 


promised a new wave of sanctions as part of a 
“maximum pressure campaign” over the North’s 
development of nuclear weapons that could soon 
pose a direct threat to the U.S. mainland. 

North Korea will join Iran, Sudan and Syria on 
the blacklist. The North had been designated for 
two decades until 2008, when it was removed in a 
bid to salvage international talks aimed at halting its 
nuclear efforts. The talks collapsed soon afterward 
and haven’t been revived since. 

The primary impact of the designation may be to 
compound North Korea’s growing international 
isolation, as it is already subject to an array of tough 
U.S. sanctions restricting trade, foreign assistance,

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Advocates 
try to find 
homes for 
homeless 


With community aid, 
leaders aim to house 
129 by end of March

Squeezed by a lack of afford- 
able rental housing, Central 
Florida’s homeless advocates 
are appealing to the communi- 
ty to find homes for 129 people 
by the end of March 2018 — and 
to crowdfund the $2,500 
apiece to cover move-in costs 
and furnishings. 

The “Welcome Home Proj- 
ect” — to be announced today 
by the Central Florida Com- 
mission on Homelessness and 
community leaders — targets 
homeless people with physical 
and mental disabilities, some of 
whom have been living on the 
streets for years. 

“The 129 are chronically 
homeless individuals who have 
been assessed and assigned to 
case managers and are ready to 
be housed, but we can’t find the 
housing for them,” said Shelley 
Lauten, the homeless commis- 
sion’s CEO. “We’ve done a pri- 
ority ranking, and these are the 
people most in jeopardy of dy- 
ing on the streets if we don’t get 
them into a home.” 

As part of the effort, the city 
of Orlando is offering a $500

Cop in crash 
fired in past, 
report says

The off-duty Orlando Police 
officer who crashed into a toll 
plaza on State Road 408 during 
the weekend, closing four pay 
lanes for hours, had previously 
been fired after allegations he 
covered up an unauthorized 
police chase, documents show. 

Officer Frederick Rolle has 
been relieved of duty with pay 
as an internal investigation 
takes place into the Saturday 
crash, police said. After re- 
sponding to the crash about 
6:30 a.m., police found Rolle’s 
personal truck on fire. His ve- 
hicle was the only one involved 
in the crash. 

Rolle was previously fired 
from the department after an 
internal investigation showed 
he and another officer tried to 
cover up an unauthorized car 
chase in 2015. Both officers 
were rehired this year during 
an arbitration process.
